CHINA DEFIES AM, ECROPB. 


Empreis Dowager Orders the 


Yamen Not to Interfere. 


Shanghai, June 6.—The China Ga- 


zette says it has the highest authority 
for stating that the dowager empress 
has ordered the tsung-li-yamen to face 
all Europe rather than to interfere 
with the Boxer movement. 


Elsewhere it is asserted tiat the 


viceroy has ordered troops to oppose 
the further landing of parties from 
foreign warships and that the troops 
now engaged in operations 'are design- 
ed to prevent further foreign re-en- 
forcements reaching Pekiu.

•weekly crop and climate bulletin tor the 
week ending last night. 


.The average temperature for the week 


ranged from 70 degrees along the south- 
ern border of the state, to 54 degrees 
over the counties bordering on lake 
Superior. 
In the southern portion of 


the state the temperature was about 8 
degrees higher than that of last week, 
while in the northern portion there was 
little change. The nights are generally 
cool especially toward the end of the 
week, but no frost is reported. 


The drought continues in the western 


and northern counties and is becoming 
serious in the central portion of the 
state. Kain is also badly^ needed in 
many localities in 
the southeastern 


counties. Copious rains occurred over 
the northeastern counties, the total for 
the week ranging from one to two 
inches. 
Liberal rains also occurred 


along the southwestern border, including ? 
Grant. LsiFayette, Green, Iowa and por- 
tions of Dane and Sauk counties. 


Early corn plantings have come up 


nicely.and make good growth during the 
week, while the later plantings have 
been very slow in germinating, on 
account of the dry weather. 
la those 


sections where the drought is ^erious 
much replanting will be necessary. 
In 


some localities in the 
southwestern 


counties, where there has been sufficient 
moisture, corn is reported in excellent 
condition. 


The dry weather during the week has 


caused winter wheat and rye to advance 
rapidly toward maturity. The straw is 
extremely 
bhort but 
the heads are 


generally reported of fair size and filling 
fairly well. 


Oats and hurley have made good pro 


gress where there has been sufficient 
moisture, but in the western and north, 
western section have been seriouslydom 
aged by the drought.

'PROTECTION 
NOT 
DOOMED. 


An editorial in "Gunton's Magazine1' 


is entiled "Expansion the Doom of Pro- 
tection." Briefly stated the argument 
is as follows: 
Heretofore Americans, 


having foreign possessions or alliances, 
have concentrated political study and 
effort on their internal affairs. 
The 


policy of protection has been adhered 
to because it provided revenue for the 
government in,.the .leaslj .annoying..,way. 
and fostered .domestic industry'.'-Free 
trade/though supported by marjy.:: edu- 
cational institutions and men Sol-Vul- 
ture, could '.not' cbrirince th'et;pe6ple 
against -the evidence f urnished !,'\>y '.';;.ex\' 
perience that prosperity accompanies 
the protective policy and every depart- 
ure from that policy resulted in or' was 
followed by. industrial disturbance, fre- 
quently by disastrous depressions ac- 
companied by financial panics, But the 
acquisition of insular dependencies is 
turning public thought into new chan- 
nels. Wo must provide for these new 
wards of the nation and there is a strong 
drift e^'en among protectionists, to open 
the gates of the custom house to them. 
This tendency is regarded as an entering 
wedge. Co-incident ^ithitis our great- 
ly expanding export trade, which f we 
shall be plausibly told is the true aim 
ot commercial'endeavor, and that "it can 
be greatlyjBccelerated by free entry. ;'ito 
our ports, as also that a tariff is no 
longer needed to enable us to compete 
with foreign production. 
. . . 


That there is something in all this is 


freely'avowed. 
A good many people 


have apparently been carried off their 
feet, temporarily at least, by the senti- 
ment of friendliness for one or another 
"of the islands. More study of the facts 
and a proper severance of them from 
political bias will enable us to arrive at 
judicious conclusions as to, what should 
be the settled policy of the nation. Ab- 
£9Jkipg na may be the public acterest in 
Our new pfteSbSBions, we hardly think 
oiir people will, forget the imperative 
conditions of home prosperity. 
With 


the subsidence of warlike conditions in 


- the Philippines and the gradual progress 


of all the islands in the school o( modern 
civil government the novelty of our new 
relationships will wear off. With a fair 
degree of success attending our efforts 
in that direction we shall cease to worry 
over our new responsibilities. Neither 
do we think that the rapid growth of our 
export trade portends disaster to the 
protective policy. 
Had this growth ac- 


crued under a Free-Trade regime the 
case would be different, but the Gunton 
article aptly states the historical rela • 
tion between protection and foreign 
trade. It says: 


It has been constantly urged that with protec- 


tion we could have no foreign trade. Eiperi'^ 
ence has destroyed tbe validity o{ that theory 
by slio-iying that onr foreign triide grew as our 
domestic industry developed. The greater our 
home productions the greater is our consump- 
tion of foreign poods. Not that we consume 
foreign goods instead of our own, but in addi- 
tion to our own by way of variety. Tho more 
the people make and use, tbo more they are 
likely to buy from others. Those who make 
little.produco little, never buy much; they are 
small consumers. Contrary to all' tho anti-pro 
tection reasoning, with the development of our 
domestic industries wo have increased our ex- 
ports'to foreign countries. This means that wo 
have gradually come to produce certain com- 
modities cheaper than they'can be produced in 
other countries, notwithstanding our tariff 
duties, which the prophets proclaimed wore 
added to the price and handicapped American 
producers. During this time, with the diversi- 
fication of industries, development of resource, 
cheapening of products, creation of cities, pop- 
ular education and daily earning opportunities 
for tho masses, wo forged along at a rate wit- 
nessed nowhere else in the world. Neither 
plausible theories of brotherhood nor imagin- 
ary pictures of the honor, glory and gain of 
capturing foreign markets availed so long as 
the economic rind political interests of the 
American people were centered on developing 
the economic resources, adjusting the social 
conditions and 'solving the political problems 
of the United Sta'tes. 


Exactly, and the energies of our peo- 


ple will long continue to be centered on 
these internal affairs. 
Our 
natural 


resources still afford boundless fields for 
effort. 
The American market is the 


greatest and most profitable market in 
the world, and our social and political 
problems are not at all disposed of yet. 
The yalue of protection to the welfare of 
the country is better understood today 
than ever before, and so long as oujvpeo- 
pla retain the den* common sense with 
which they are generally credited they 
will continue to adhere to the policy of 
home enrichment by home production,

London, June 6.—It is officially 
an- 


nounced that 
the British have occu- 


pied Pretoria. The war office has is- 
sued the following dispatch from Lord 
Roberts: 
"Pretoria, Juue 5 (11:40 a. 


m.).—We are now "in 
possession 
of 


Pretoria. 
The official entry will be 


made this afternoon at 2 o'clock." 


Lord Roberts entered Pretoria at 2 


o'clock, South African time. 


The war office this morning issues 


ttie following dispatch received from 
Lord 
Roberts: 
"Six 
Miles' 
Spruit, 


8:30 p. m., June 4.—We 'started 
this 


morning at 
daybreak and 
marched 


about ten miles to Six Miles' Spruit, 
both banks of which, were occupied by 
the enemy. Henry's and Ross' mount- 
ed infantry, with the West Somerset, 
Dorset, Bedford and Sussex, compan- 
ies 
of yeomanry. 
Quickly 'dislodged 


them from the south bank and 
pur- 


sued them nearly a mile, when 
they 


found themselves under a heavy tiro 
.from guns which the Boers had placed 
in a well concealed commanding posi- 
tion. 


"Our heavy guns oE the navy and 


royal artillery; which had purposely 
been placed in the front part of the 
column, were hurried to the assistance 
of the mounted infantry as fast 
as 


oxen and mules could travel over the 
great, rolling hills surrounding Preto- 
ria. The guns were supported by Ste- 
venson's brigade of Pole-Carew's, and 
after a few rounds, drove the enemy 
from their positions.

LETTERS OF SOLDIERS. 


American Officers Tell of Wild 
Native Customs In Philippines. 


TESiniTIES 
IS 
ZAMBOANGA. 


*»mbllnfr nna Drinking lit the Dat- 


to'* Great Ball—A PuHrennt of More 
Boats—How a female Prisoner In 
aolo Wiui .Decapitated by an Angry 
Official. 
Captain J. V. Philip of the Thirty- 


first infantry in the Philippines has 
written an interesting letter to rela- 
tives in Washington. 
At the time of 


•writing the captain and his command 
•were stationed at Zamboanga, island of 
Mindanao, says the St. Louis Republic. 
He describes a grand ball given in hon- 
or of the dntto of that place. 


"At the table," says he, "the datto 


first placed all tlve -women who had lost 
men of their families In the late' war, 
the one that took place here just before 
we landed. The datto and his men kill- 
ed most of them, and now he is making 
amends to the widows and mothers. 
The dance lasted until 6 a. m. The 
company was a little 'mixed,' Christian 
and Mohammedan. In the last set of 
the square dance all the officers of the 
army and navy on duty here wore the 
turbans and sashes of the Moros. They 
were delighted and said we-, were in- 
deed friends now. The rich silk turban 
andTvaist sash on our white uniforms, 
with the gold and white shoulder 
straps, made a very pretty effect. 


"The color of the people assembled 


ran the scale of the rainbow. Back of 
the dancing room were some rooms, 
curtained off, where the datto's wives 
and daughters looked on. A drinking 
room was provided where beer, vino 
tinto, whisky, brandy and champagne 
were served. 
In a dark anteroom a 


gambling game was in progress. The 
only light was- on the green covered 
table. 
Weird faces, those of Moros, 


Filipinos, Chinese, Malays and Chris- 
tians, made a fantastic frame to the 
'layout.' The bank was broken once by 
four Mexican gamblers, who played 
and danced alternately. 


"The other day we were attracted to 


the water's edge by the sound of guns 
and drums of the tomtom sort and be- 
held a magic fleet ot small sailboats, 
about 60 in all. It was the sultan of 
Mindanao, his retinue and armor bear- 
ers come to pay their rcsj>ects. The 


' wildest freak of imagination could not 
be a circumstance to what this pageant 
was. 
Flags, spears, shields, double 


handled swords, brass cannon, war 
drums and banners of all descriptions 
were there in greatest abundance. The 
sultan and each dntto hatl his own boat 
pulled by from 12 to 16 men when the 
sails wore not set. Under targe um- 
brellas of red and yellow silk embroider- 
ed with their crests reclined the sultan 
and flattos oa piles of cushions. They 
first fired a salute, and then their 
drums made a terrible din. Wo took 
them 
ashore 
and 
marched 
them 


through a double line of troops with 
our band furnishing the music. 


"At the office of the adjutant general 


we gave them cigars. You may imag- 
ine a white elephant was not a circum- 
stance to this crew. We showed them 
para'de and target practico, and they 
were very much impressed, especially 
so with a small Mauser gun I have 
which fires ten shots automatically 
with one pull of the trigger. Our visit- 
ors' costumes were gorgeous. The sul- 
tan's cuffs were of gold, and In his fez 
were several silver cocks' feathers. .He 
wore some barbarous looking rings and 
other jewelry." 


Information just received at Wash- 


ington from Jolo. in the Philippine ar- 
chipelago, indicates that the sultan as 
well as the sultana is interested in 
Americans and purposes to protect 
them from harm. A letter from an of- 
ficer on duty at Maibuu gives nu ac- 
count of the solicitude felt for himself 
and his men by the occupants of the 
Jolo throne. It was reported that a 
band of 40 Juramentadoes proposed to 
visit Maibun, the sultan's capital, and 
avenge the death of one of their num- 
ber. 


"I am laying off today," the officer 


says, "by desire of the sultana, who is 
worried for fear^ve will get hurt. It is 
v.ery kind of her, but I don't think it 
necessary. Talk about the savage Mo- 
ro! He has more courtesy than lots of 
white people. The sultan told me if I 
wanted any eggs or chickens, etc., he 
would buy them for me. He has treat- 
ed me splendidly." 
The first letter, 


which is dated March 8, says that 40 
Juramentadoos were scheduled to ar- 
rive at Maibun that evening. 


"There has been much fighting here 


lately," the letter adds. 
"We came 


over here on Friday. 
On Saturday 


there was a row of some kind on the 
Jsland of Pata, about 15 miles down the 
coast. There was a Bght with thieves 
on Sunday at Licos, about ten miles in 
the country. Two were killed. Tues- 
day, for some reason, was quiet. 
Wednesday two men and three women 
from Pata were taken up before the 
sultan to be fined In connection with 
Saturday's row. 


"They did not have the necessary 


amount to pay the fine, and one man 
got mad, grasped a barong iu one hand 
and sailed in. He got two women nnd 
one man before they could escape and 
decapitated one of the women with one 
stroke. 
Then he ran. and they after 


him. 
He got 200 or 300 feet before a 


bullet stopped him.. Then spears nnd 
knives finished him. Word came yes- 
terday that 40 Juramentadoes were 
coming to avenge the man's death. I 
am going to have my men sleep at my 
brother's as a precaution, a tent being 
poor protection." 


Under date of March '9 tbe officer 


writes: "Otrr friends failed to show up 
last n5ght. I took all of the men over 
to my brother's to sleep. Seven of us 
slept on a platform about ten feet 
square. He offered the use of another 
platform, but we were all right" 


The Juramentadoes mentioned by the 


officer are the most savage tribesmen 
of the island of Jolo. Their favorite 
weapon is a crude native sword which 
resKEblw a boomerang and is called a 
"barong/* In hand to hand fighting 
this weapon is capable of doing much 
damage, but the sultan by using mod- 
ern arms has partially subdued the 
Juramentadoes.

FILIPINO BARBARITIES. 


Jxrtler From a Knn.«n» Boy Who In 


Sen-Ins I>> Mindanao. 


Mrs. 
G. 'M. Taylor of Newton, Ills., 


has received a letter from her son Clar- 
ence, who was wounded iu the Philip- 
pines, but h.-is since returned to the 
ranks. It tells of some blood curdling 
deeds perpetrated by the Filipinos, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The letter is dated Cagaynn. Mindanao, 
April 12. and is iu part as follows:" 


"When my regiment loft for Minda- 


nao, I was left in Manila with a slight 
attack of malaria fever. 
I rejoined it 


two weeks ago at this town, where 
there are 350 of the regiment now. 
Nothing of InipdYtance happened until 
the uight of April G. when all the na- 
tives began leaving town. We thought 
something would happen, but did not 
think the natives had nerve enough to 
come into thu town and attack us. But 
in this .we were mistaken. 


"About 5 o'clock on the morning of 


April 7 the bell in tho cathedral church 
.began ringing ominously. 
It was the 


signal for an attack. A minute later it 
stopped I heard the worst yelling 1 
ever heard in my life, and the shooting 
commenced. 
We had to face about 


1,200 Filipinos, who looked like Indi- 
ans, and we did not at once fire on 
them, as we ought to have done. As 
they drew nearer we found they had 
on women's dresses and" cried 'Amigo,' 
deceiving us into thinking they wore 
women fleeing to us for protection. We 
saw through their ruse at once, how- 
ever, and knew we were In for n fight. 


• "Our boys began to pour hot shot in- 
to them, and they began to fall like 
Kansas jack rabbits. One of them pin- 
ned one of our soldiers to the ground 
with a spear after his leg was broken 
by a Mauser. 
The natives danced 


around and tried to bolo the stricken 
soldier, calling ail the time on 'God to 
help him.' 


"Our loss was three killed and ten 


wounded, while the enemy lost OH kill- 
ed. Their wounded is unknown. The 
Filipino commander says he will have 
the head of every American in town. I 
wish you could have seen the way 
they butchered two of our three men 
killed. They cut one body into strips 
and then cut tho heart out. 


"Two soldiers were killed on outpost
